Rev. Dr. Martin L. Canoe, form erly 
pastor 
of the G e tty sb u rg 
Methodist 
church, died Monday n ight a t his home 
in Chambersburg, aged 74 years and 
16 days. 
He served 37 years in the 
active 
ministry 
of 
the 
Methodist 
Church and during th a t long period he 
was handicapped 
by physical suffer­ 
ing. 
This resulted from 
wounds r e ­ 
ceived 
durin g a battle 
of the Civil 
W ar, when a nerve in his thigh was 
injured by being tram pled by horses’ 
hoofs. 
In time this affected the spinal 
cord. 
Inflammation of the liver devel­ 
oped 
with 
other 
disorders, 
which 
wholly confined 
him to bed for 
the 
past th ree years with incessant s u f ­ 
fering. 
Dr. Ganoe was born in Huntingdon 
county, August 17, 184-1. 
H e had only 
the ad v a n ta g es of the common schools 
as 
they 
were in 
that day. 
A fte r 
learning 
a trade 
he enlisted in 
th e 
Union 
A rm y on F eb ru ary 13, 
1862, 
pud served with 
his regim ent in all 
its battles until March 3, 1865. 
His call to preach 
came amid the 
battle thunders at Gettysburg, having 
been converted prior to enlisting. 
Re­ 
turning home he engaged in business, 
meanwhile m aking such preparation 
to preach as w*as possible, until 1870 
when he entered th e Central P en n ­ 
sylvania Methodist Episcopal C onfer­ 
ence and for four years carried its 
reg u lar course of study. 
He was pastor at G ettysburg from 
1874 to 1876. 
In 1907 his physical powers failed 
so much th a t he gave up active p a s­ 
toral 
work and went 
to C h a m b e rs ­ 
burg, where he had purchased a home 
because of his 
liking for th a t town. 
He frequently 
filled 
the pulpit 
of 
Chamliersburg churches and in n e a r ­ 
by towns 
for several years 
durin g 
his retiracy, but finally disease and 
suffering compelled 
him to give 
up 
this work. 
Rut he never lost interest 
in the church of his adoption and for 
which he had labored as valiantly as 
he had fought through the long years 
of the war. 
Second 
to his interest 
in church and family was his interest 
in hi* country. 
Wounded in her 
service, and com­ 
pelled to suffer greatly thereby, Dr. 
G anoe’s love of country never abated. 
His burnin g messages of patriotism 
used to ring out a t gatherings of G. 
A. It men and his leadership in that 
organisation was appreciated by be­ 
stowing 
on him the hanor post 
of 
chaplain 
of the state 
organization. 
He was thus honored for a number of 
te rm s and w’as re-elected at the last 
meeting, held several months ago.
